per enmum, nor hath any Lands, Tenements, Goods, or Chattels of the value of ten pounds in their-own poſlefſion,or in 
the poſleſſionof any other in-truſt for them ; That them upon ſuch Certificate ,Pade in ſuch caſe to the two next Ju- 
 Nices of the Peace, and allowed by themi(for which Cergficate and Allowance”, no Fee fhall be paid) the perſon in 
whoſe behalf ſuch Certificate is made; ſhall not be returned by the Conſtable or other Officer. And the ſaid Houle is 
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thereby diſcharged of, and from all the Duties by the ſaid AQt impoſed. 


And whereas We are informed, That either through the ignorance of ſome perſons in the Law in this behalf, or by 
partiality and favour, great number of undue Certificates are from time to time ſigned in all places of the Kingdom, by 
the reſpeQtive Miniſters, Vicars, and Curates of the places, and the Church-wardens and Overſeers of the poor of the 
ſame, for perſons not qualified, as the Law above recited doth require , to the great diminiſhing and detriment of 
Our faid Revenue. Now to the end that ſome better cafe may be taken for the future in this matter; Our Will and 
Pleaſure-is, And We have thought fit hereby, to require you forthwith to write to the Right Reverend Fathers in God 
the Biſhops of the ſeveral Dioceſes within your Provinceof Canterbury, to direct them, and recommend it to their care, 
to take effecual Order ftrialy to charge all Miniſters, Par ons, Vicars, Curates, and Church- wardens within their reſpe- 
ive Dioceſes, ro uſe all poſſible circumfpeRtion in the figning of any Certificates, and that they be well aſſured, that 
the. perſons for whom they do certihie; are in all reſpects qualified as the Law direts. And that they do not certifie for 
an 'other perſons whatſoever : And youare alſo to'take care, That the ſame charge be given to all Miniſters, Parſons,
